“Lives and property be- 
tween Ontario and Fontana 
are completely exposed to 
flood danger,”’ said Harold 
Blatz, Cucamonga civic 
leader and chairman of the 
Operation Flood Protection 
citizens information com- 
mittee. ‘‘No area of the valley 
has been so neglected in the 
flood protection field.” 


The citizens committee has 
championed the need for ear- 
ly appropriation ¢f federal 
funds for the Upper Chino 
Basin project, a series of 
dams, channels and debris 
basins designed to guard the 
central valley.
